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Our understanding of homosexuality, you might say, begins not with New 
York’s Stonewall riot nor with those flagrant Greeks, but with an obscure 
Hungarian, a writer and an academic, a man named Karoly Maria Benkert. 
How come nobody celebrates Karoly Maria Benkert Day? 

In 1869, the same year that the transcontinental railroad opened across 
America, the Suez Canal was built linking Europe with the Far East and the 
Periodic Table of the Elements was developed, Benkert set out to rearrange 
everybody’s understanding of sex when he divided us up neatly as either 
straight or gay. It was Benkert who coined the terms ‘'homosexuality" and 
"heterosexuality," and most of us have been viewing the world in this 
black-or-white, one-or-the-other way ever since. 

Until Benkert published his theories, sex - in Western Europe and Ameri¬ 
ca, at any rate - was just, well, sex. Whether the act in question was same- 
sex sex or opposite-sex sex, people at the time regarded sex as simply sex. 
Three thousand years earlier, the Greeks even elevated their culture’s toler¬ 
ance of sex between older males and younger men as a right of passage for 
the youth, as a learning experience, as a stage of life - and as practically a 
societal duty for the elder. 

How come nobody celebrates 

Karoly Maria Benkert Day? 

That’s not to say that 19th Century people before Benkert were slow to 
place adjectives in front of the word sex. They might view sex as "loving’ 
sex or "dutiful" sex or "naughty" sex or "perverted" sex. To be sure, men 
who enjoyed sex with men would have been thought of as abnormal, as de¬ 
parting from society’s regular mores. A man who enjoyed sex with a man 
might have been decried as a pervert. A man who enjoyed providing sexual 
favors to a man might have suffered being labeled a fairy. 

What Benkert and early German psychiatrist Carl Westphal and other 
thinkers of the time put forth that was so revolutionary was that same-sex 
sexual interest, tragic departure from accepted behavior though it still may 
have represented to society, was a condition we were bom with. In time, this 
concept would evolve into the idea of sexual orientation. 

In 1869, the same year that Benkert used the words homosexuality and 
heterosexuality in print for the first time - in a discourse about the Hungar¬ 
ian penal system, no less - Westphal published the case history of a young 
woman who, from her earliest years, liked to dress in boys’ clothes, play 
boys’ games and found herself sexually attracted exclusively to females. In¬ 
trigued and sympathetic to his patient, Westphal came to the conclusion that 
since the phenomenon of homosexuality was congenital, rather than some¬ 
thing acquired or willful, same-sex sex could no longer be judged a vice. 

Positive development though this may have been, the notion of inborn 
sexual orientation compelled individuals to embark on a sometimes painful 
self-classification process. 

You see, until the black-and-white division between homosexuality and 
heterosexuality became so stark, a randy guy seeking excitement and re¬ 
lease could slip for a night into the bowels of a city. If he knew where to 
look, he’d end up in a sub-basement saloon on an out-of-the-way back street 
or in a nefarious lounge behind a locked door. There he would find men in 
various stages of female portrayal who for money or merely for pleasure 
would satisfy his needs.

With great research help from his lover, who works for a competing 
publication that would be angry if his name appeared in this magazine. 

In the vernacular of the urban moderns of that day, a gentleman’s practice 
of trawling for sex with a fairy came to be known as "slumming." You left 
the fancy clothes at home, you put on attire more serviceable to a rough part 
of town, and you sort of went native for an evening, enjoying the exoticness 
to be found amidst the underbelly of life, where relaxation of the moral code 
as an exigency of survival was understood. 

The next time someone suggests you dress in jeans and a T-shirt to "go 
slumming" in contravention of a fancy restaurant’s dress code, or you stay 
at a cheap travel motel in a dowdy section of town and explain the exercise 
in thrift as "slumming," remember the gay sexual context that gave birth to 
the term. 

By the way, if you see a connection between the "slumming" of yore and 
the current trend of "doing the down low," you are on to something. But 
apart from this recent metrosexual blurring of the identity lines, Benkert’s 
idea that people are either homosexual or heterosexual altered a multi¬ 
millennium tradition of viewing same-sex sex as a part - granted, it was 
usually viewed as a despicable part - of everybody’s sexual makeup and po¬ 
tential. After Benkert, Westphal and other thinkers brought their reasoning 
to the subject, people began to accept that same-sex sex was a preserve of 
people who identified as homosexual and that opposite-sex sex was a prac¬ 
tice only heterosexual people engaged in.

This may seem all like semantics - just words and definitions of con¬ 
cepts. But words make ideas that shape reality, and now people of the same 
sex cannot enjoy sex with each other without first classifying themselves as 
homosexual. Today, for even the most adventuresome individuals, sampling 
same-sex sex for the first time usually requires overcoming the obstacle of 
self-acceptance as a homosexual first. So rigid in our thinking have we 
become that we more recently invented the word bisexuality to explain 
those who fit neither the homosexual nor heterosexual labels. 

Worse, since it was psychiatrists like Westphal who first studied same- 
sex sex, scholarship on the subject from the start was cast as the province of 
medicine, and the behavioral researchers and physicians could only explain 
the phenomenon as an illness, as a mental disorder. For the next hundred 
years, until the American Psychiatric Association finally declassified homo¬ 
sexuality an illness in 1973, millions of people with an interest in same-sex 
sex were jailed and hospitalized, drugged and lobotomized. 

On the other hand, it is difficult to imagine the modem gay liberation 
movement taking root in an age of identity politics and cultural fixations 
without an obsession over the keen differences between homosexuality and 
heterosexuality. How do you advocate for a concept that doesn’t have a 
name, after all? So it might be said that Karoly Maria Benkert is one of the 
most important figures in history. 

The irony is that we know so little about him, nobody can even say with 
certainty whether he was straight or gay.

Domestic Violence in LGBT relationships: 


Let's face it, it happens.

"I’m gay; it couldn’t happen to me." 

Au contraire. "Studies indicate that domestic violence is as prevalent in 
same-sex relationships as it is in opposite-sex relationships," according to a 
report published by the Massachusetts Gay Men’s Domestic Violence 
Project. 

In any domestic violence situation, there are many reasons holding the 
dynamics together. It’s not just physical contact: there is also the 
psychological slap, either a verbal or an exterior action that results in harm. 
Both ultimately display the main root of the problem: a need for power. This 
grasp for power can come from any one: male, female, black, white, rich, 
poor. The opponent is the partner who also can be anyone. 

"Domestic violence is the intentional, non-consensual pattern of harm by 
one’s partner for the purposes of gaining and maintaining control over that 
partner," as defined by the National Coalition of Anti-Violence Programs. 
NCAVP also lists some of the tools used by the batterers to exert control. 
These include: threats and coercion, intimidation, emotional abuse, sexual 
abuse, economic manipulation, threatening or abusing children, pets or other 
family members, and utilizing personal entitlement and institutional 
oppression. 


Its not just physical contact: 
there is also the psychological slap, 
either a verbal or an exterior action 
that results in harm. 


The intent and facilitation of control is the same in any intimate abusive 
relationship. Abusers want power and will do anything to attain it. There are 
reports of assaults with guns, knives, broken glass, pipes, wooden 
two-by-four’s, hammers, lit cigarettes, household objects, hot water, 
automobiles, bottles and scissors according to the New York City edition of 
the Report on LGBT Domestic Violence in 1998. These types of assaults can 
be found in opposite-sex relationships as well. But in LGBT relationships, the 
forms of domestic violence have different dynamics. 

In fact, in lesbian relationships economic abuse is more likely to occur. 
Findings from the National Violence Against Women Survey suggest that 
lesbian couples experience less intimate partner violence than do 
heterosexual couples. On the other hand, the same report approximates that 
physical violence in male same-sex relationships is twice that of heterosexual 
couples, 15 to 7.7 percent, respectively. 

LGBT abuse also includes that double-edged sword of "outing" where the 
abuser could "out" themselves in the process of controlling the partner by 
threatening to "out" the abused. And "outing" doesn’t involve a fist. This 
technique only works because of homophobia. 

Most LGBT partner victimizations may not even be reported to the police 
for numerous reasons. Some feel that police could or would not do anything 
on their behalf and others have reported abuse from the police while trying to 
seek help. Others feel the laws won’t protect them. There is also the "outing" 
factor 


Pam Pillsbury, a volunteer for Turning Point of Lehigh Valley, Inc. and 
secretary' of PRIDE of the Lehigh Valley, says that fear is there. "Any 
incident involving the court system becomes public record. We’re a small 
community," said Pillsbury'. "There is a fear of being ostracized. Admitting 
same-sex relationships is a barrier." Some feel they have to hide their gender 
preferences. 

"There is a pervasive fear, if I told someone, will I be discriminated 
against? Will I be ‘outed’?" said Sarah Kersh, from the Crime Victims 
Council of the Lehigh Valley "They are reluctant to tell someone what 
happened. If they don’t feel safe, they won't go to the police." The NCAVP 
reports that "sometimes [the police] inappropriately arrest the victim, 
especially if he or she is physically larger or is perceived as ‘more 
masculine,’ than the assailant; worse yet, police often make anti-gay 
comments and occasionally perpetuate anti-gay violence." 

Kersh also stressed that a sadomasochist/masochist relationship is not the 
same thing. In an S/M confrontation, there is usually an agreement as to just 
how far things will go and when someone feels uncomfortable, the session is 
over. This is not true in any abusive relationship. "No one can say no to an 
abuser," Kersh said. 

Domestic violence laws were originally written in response to the problem 
of‘wife battering,’ w hich allowed the abused to get a Protection From Abuse 
(or Restraining or Stay-Away) order. Although many laws were rewritten to 
be gender neutral, not all states followed through. Three states, Delaware, 
Montana, and South Carolina, don’t allow PFA’s for same-sex couples. 
Eighteen states have gender-neutral domestic violence laws, but they only 
apply to related household members. On the federal level, the Violence 
Against Women Act explicitly does not apply to male victims of domestic 
violence. "How sad for the victims," Kersh lamented, "they blame 
themselves." Many do, and instead of speaking out they perpetuate the cycle 
that abusers crave. 

How can that cycle be broken? Turning Point suggests a number of things: 
recognize that you are not responsible for the abuse, recognize the abuse 
cycle and realize it will not stop but only get worse, and, most importantly, 
break the silence. Speak out. Tell someone in authority: the police, a social 
service agency, or a qualified counselor who is knowledgeable about partner 
abuse. The public needs to be educated that each member of the LGBT 
community is as good as the next person. 

Educate yourself and pass it on. 

Domestic violence is the intentional, 
non-consensual pattern of harm by ones 
partner for the purposes of gaining and 
maintaining control, over that partner."

He never studied art. Antonio 
Banderas and Matt Damon get him 
hot. He loves Mexican and Italian 
food.

"David and Me" was inspired by the first time that I visited the

proached as close as possible, only to see that all the other tourists 
were in a semi-circular formation a considerable distance from the 
piece. Whether others kept a distance because of a special rever¬ 
ence for the art or simply intimidation by the nudity, I do not know. 
I photographed the sculpture from that position, and years later 
used the photo as a basis for the painting. 
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"Rain" was the first in a series of umbrella paintings. The action of sharing the umbrella is somewhat 
practical yet somewhat romantic.

The monochromatic palette of colors is 
meant to suggest vintage photographs.

FALL MOVIE REVIEW

" Loggerheads" has set audiences' tongues to wagging. 

This unassuming film sneaks up on you. 

You'll have an opportunity to judge for yourself when "Loggerheads" goes into 
limited release, expected in November from Strand Releasing, in time to qualify for 
Oscar nominations. 

Just when you think you have the film figured out, you will say, "Wait a minute. 
What did 1 see? What really happened?" That was the response from many lucky 
enough to see the film when it had its worldwide theatrical debut at the 2005 
Mayfair Film Festival. "Loggerheads" was booked for Mayfair direct from its 
debut at the 2005 Sundance Film Festival where it was nominated for a Grand Jury 
Prize. The film was also shown at the Atlanta Film Festival. Even if you saw the 
film as part of the 19th Street Film Series at Civic Theatre of Allentown for 
Mayfair, "Loggerheads" is worth a second look. 

For his first full-length feature, writer-director Tim Kirkman ("The Night Larry 
Kramer Kissed Me," "Dear Jesse") based his screenplay on a true story. Mark 
(hunky dreamboat Kip Pardue) is returning to the North Carolina shores. He's not 
only obsessed with the Loggerhead turtles at Kire Beach, but with discovering his 
own roots. George (darkly handsome Michael Kelly), who manages a local motel, 
gives him a place to stay. In nearby Eden, N.C., Robert, a minister (Chris 
Sarandon) and his wife Elizabeth (Tess Harper) come to grips with their own intol¬ 
erance when a gay couple moves next door. Meanwhile (Or is it? We'll tease, but 
we won't reveal the spoiler here), going back to her hometown to find the son she 
gave up for adoption is Grace (Bonnie Hunt). Also in the film: Michael Learned 
and Robin Weigert (TV’s "Deadwood"). 

The film takes is title from the sea turtles that swim back to their place of birth 
to lay their eggs. Symbolically, it's time for the film's characters to stick their heads 
out of their shells. "Loggerheads" small-town world is populated by power- 
walkers and church-goers. "Loggerheads" treats its characters and material with 
dignity. It's not often that religious folks aren't made fun of on the big screen. 

All of the actors give powerful performances. It wouldn’t be surprising to see Hunt 
get Oscar and Golden Globe actress nominations. Kirkman pays attention to detail 
and carefully nurtures the story, preventing it from delving into melodrama. The 
evocative cinematography by West German's Oliver Bokelberg blends time and 
place seamlessly -- important to the film's key plot conceit. 

There are small cues that tie the three stories together. Discerning film-goers will 
detect them. And if you don't, that's w hat post-film coffee and drinks with friends 
are for. In its ow n quiet way, "Loggerheads" tells a powerful story of understand¬ 
ing, forgiveness and reconciliation. 


At the Q&A after the Mayfair I 
Film Festival screening of "Log- I 
gerheads” at Civic Theatre of I 
Allentown, director Tim I 
Kirkman elaborated on the I 
film's reality roots. 

"I'm friends with Grace and she told me I 
her story," Kirkman said. The North I 
Carolina native began writing "Logger- I 
heads" six years ago. He said the Southern I 
setting was particularly useful in telling a 
fragile and potentially explosive story. I 
"That’s been my experience in the South - 
that more are able to go to places that are 
emotionally scary," said Kirkman, who has 
a masters in media studies from New I 
School University in New York City. 

Also commenting was "Loggerheads" I 
co-producer Zeke Zelker, an Emmaus High I 
School graduate whose films, "Fading," I 
"A.K.A.: It's a Wiley World!" and 
"Affairs" were produced in the Valley. I 
"Loggerheads," shot over 22 days in the I 
Carolinas in May 2004, was budgeted at 
$235,000. 

"All of the actors worked for nothing just to make this happen," Kirkman said. An additional U 
$200,000 was spent on post-production for "Loggerheads," including work at the Valley's own I 
Angel Mountain and Clark Media production studios. 

"We just scraped by -- and are still scraping by," said Zelker. Kirkman considers "Logger- I 
heads" his first narrative feature. 

"Dear Jesse" (1998) was a documentary he directed about the political and personal parallels 
between himself, a gay filmmaker, and anti-gay U.S. Senator Jesse Helms (R-N.C.). The docu¬ 
mentary had its cable television on HBO/Cinemax's "Reel Life" series and was nominated for an jl 
Emmy award. Kirkman directed "The Night Larry Kramer Kissed Me" (2000) based on the Obie 
award-winning Greenwich Village show written by and starring David Drake. 

"Loggerheads" taut drama is underscored by the music of singer-songwriters Patty Griffin and j 
Mark Geary. After the Mayfair fest screening. Irish-born Geary performed one of his songs and i 
quipped, "I thought Allentown was a fictitious place that Billy Joel made up." Geary, along with 
Pat Wilson, sound designer for "Loggerheads," also played at the Mayfair Film Fest after-party 
across the street at Civic's Theatre514, an event catered by Madison's on Main, Emmaus.

at Is A Designer?

rV hen I am asked what I do when I approach a design, or am designing for a 
lient. a good designer listens and interviews the client for their needs, wants, 
nd also identifies how they use the space that they are creating. Abo, when 
iring an Interior Designer, it is best to hire a designer that is licensed with the 
imerican Society of Interior Designers (ASID). A designer is someone who 
dll give you a professional job and know structure, ventilation, color theory, 
now ledge of sound system design, insulation, building materials, and creating 
space that is workable and usable and lastly, the end result would be beauti- 
ul. Know ledge of how different materials are used in the building process, 
low they react to contraction and expansion, and how you place certain mate- 
ials so that the materials get acclimated to the environmental stresses that 
hey are placed in are all important aspects of a good design. A good designer 
i a go between for the clients and the contractor. 

When it comes to Color Theory, a professional designer should be able to 
ook at a color that is to be placed on a wall, and be able to distinguish which is 
he correct color by seeing the spectrum of colors within the color that was 
hosen for the wall. When after the color is chosen, a good designer should be 
ible to add a drop of pigment to the paint to counteract the wrong spectrum of 
:olor on the wall so that each wall will look uniform in color throughout the 
wtire room, that is caused by the artificial and natural lighting that occurs in 
he room. By adding the pigment to certain walls the room will look uniform 
o the non-trained eye and should not be able to detect the color change. 

The designer should also know that each design in each house should be 
inique and one of a kind, not a set from a furniture show room or from a cata- 
og. The house for the client should be a reflection of the client and not of the 
lesigner. The designer's taste should not enter into the design, but the designer 
should guide the client through the style that the client likes and what best 
neets their needs. The entire room should be designed, including the ceiling 
nstead of the status quo of painting the ceiling white. By using art w ork, such 
is hanging sculpture, paintings, a chandelier, or color, you counteract ceiling 
leights and brightness. Too many clients feel intimidated or not comfortable 
m their two story rooms and because of this feeling, the above-mentioned ad¬ 
aptations need to be encompassed into the design. If a person enters a room 
and one or two items stand out as a focal point, your designer has failed. The 
designer should design a room or scheme that leads your eye around the room 
»o that you notice everything as a unit or as a separate entity. Lastly, a de- 
ligner should be able to create a comfortable environment for the client, what¬ 
ever the style, texture, or feeling that was desired by the client.

Nevertheless, Unde Billy always made us laugh. He was a dear, kind, gentle man 
with a heart of gold We always felt an odd sense of security with him in the room. Per¬ 
haps, however, that was because we have seen him chase people out of the building 
with just a look. He really w as a man of great importance. 

I know that I can speak for the entire community when I say the last eight months 
have been very different without him.

People keep talking to me over the past couple weeks about their 
personal revelations. They were telling me lessons that they have 
learned and talking to me about their lives. The people that spoke 
to me are varied. Young and old. Black and white. Christian, Athe¬ 
ist, Muslim. Working and retired. Well, you get the drift. 1 am be¬ 
ginning to feel what alchemists meant by the "Soul of the World.” 
That is, the force that unites all of us and provokes us into action. 
The people around me have inspired me to write this month's ar¬ 
ticle. 

We, as a community, celebrate National Coming Out Day on Oc¬ 
tober 11th. As I sit here doing my research for this magazine, I 
think about all the stories people have shared with me over the 
years about how they have "come out" and what it means to them. 
In these stories, I notice a common theme—the importance of love 
and self-acceptance. The lesson that can be taken from this is "do 
what it takes to make you happy."

You see, to me, that is 
w hat National Coming Out Day is all about. It isn't just about being 
a gay man, a lesbian, transgendered, hetero- or bisexual person. It 
is about being who we are and being that well-openly, honestly, 
and unapologetically. This week is about coming out to the world as 
a full person...as someone who loves themselves and isn't afraid to 
let the world know it. 

I am a writer. I am also blessed. I am blessed by having good 
friends who are there for me when the chips are down no matter 
how much of an ass I might be. I am blessed by having a family who 
understands my busy schedule and doesn't hold it against me when 
there isn't much time. I am also blessed with the opportunity to 
share my introspective thoughts and feelings with each of you 
through this magazine. I am blessed. I am a writer. I am out.

"I'm Here, I'm Queer, You # re Over It!" 


Walking down the street with a few of my friends, I witnessed two star-crossed lovers 
walking arm and arm, stopping every so often to sneak a kiss on the way to their destination. I 
thought how nice it would be to walk down the street like that. Arm and arm with a special 
someone who made me feel important. The only difference would be that the two love birds 
passing me by were a heterosexual couple, and mine would be a homosexual couple. It's a 
great thought: to be part of a proud gay couple with no care of another's opinion. 
But I realized that walking arm and arm is not something most gays would do in a lot of small 
towns, including mine in Pennsylvania, no matter how much I want it to be accepted. Fortunately, 
with some changes in society's thinking, it is making it easier for me to express myself as 
teenager in a new generation of homosexuals. 

After hitting puberty and finally admitting to myself-yet not accepting-that 1 was gay, I 
started having the normal teen reactions that a straight teen would have, only just with the same 
sex. I was scared of my feelings, confused, and didn’t really understand why it happened to me. 
The older I became, the more curious I was to find out why I was who I was. So I started to look 
into it. I read in an article once that if a mother took two diet pills a day for two weeks in the 
second trimester, her baby could turn out to be homosexual. I felt that idea and numerous others 
to be ridiculous, and somewhat comedic, rather than helpful in getting me an answer. The more 1 
read, the more I realized that no one but me could truly have the answer to my “reasons” for being 
gay. I am sure that many gay teens out there have the same frustrations I did, 
wondering “Why?” The truth is, I believe, that there is no real answer. You can tell yourself 
anything and try to believe it, but I just had to accept myself for who I am. I feel I was just bom 
this way. It is a lot easier than trying to figure out why you have some sort of “malfunction”, or 
whether or not you’re a “mistake”. My first step in trying to have others accept me, was to truly 
accept myself. 

There is a problem now that I am in high school, living in a heterosexual world. I wasn’t about 
to beat around the bush when it came to who I was; in fact, it actually gave me some sense of 
importance, thanks to pop culture. I was that gay kid that everyone knew w ho dressed 
nicely, smelled good, and was loved by all the girls. After scheduling many trips to the 
mall with numerous wannabe fag-hags, and the constant badgering from jealous and ignorant 
boys, I realized that being different wasn’t all that bad. Although straight people still dominate a 
teen’s world, the gay world seems to be getting smaller as it gets bigger. More teenagers are 
coming out of the closet and getting in touch with each other, grouping ourselves together. It lets 
us know we are definitely not alone and gives us that chance to find someone special now when 
we most need them. Although walking arm and arm down the street may not be broadly accepted, 
it is a little easier depending on the territory, of course. We still have the back-country folk to 
worry about. 

The scary part is pretty much over when you come out to the world, but coming out to your 
parents is a whole different story. I know a lot of teens who have come out to everyone but their 
parents. Even many adult children still have not come out to their childhood providers out of fear. 
Fear of being unloved all of a sudden because of the earth shattering news that their son or 
daughter is a homosexual. Fear that they will be grounded into eternity for being a sinner. I got 
lucky. Both of my parents handled the situation well. Truth was, after I was done lying to 
myself, I didn't want to have to lie to them anymore either. Some parents are not as 
easy as mine. I realize that some are so religiously biased, or that they are so close-minded that it 
would seem their actions towards you were to hurt, rather than help. I am not about to try and 
create the survival guide to come out to your parents. But 1 can tell you: they are your parents, 
and they would be lying to you if they said they didn’t love you anymore. 

There is a gay flag on my notebook for school. There is a gay flag hanging on my wall at home. 
There is a gay flag on my lip balm, on my computer, on some of my shirts, and the list goes on 
and on. Pride is something to cling to and gives you a sense of accomplishment by just being bom 
who you are. I am fortunate to have some courage to show my pride. There are times where being 
out-and-proud seems to be a lost cause. At the end of the day, though, I can say I am 
who I am and I didn't change for anyone. The new generation of gays doesn’t seem too 
be as much, “I’m here. I’m queer, get over it!”; rather more like, “I'm here. I'm queer, you’re over 
it!” This is what the world has become for gay teens. Just another person walking in the crowd; 
and, oh yeah, the person is gay. I am fortunate. Yes, sometimes it is hard for a gay teen to make 
it through with some of the ignorant and close-minded people out there—and I am definitely not 
saying it isn‘t-but it has become more acceptable to be gay. So now I sit here with a proud smile 
on my face, waiting for that special guy who will walk down the street with me.

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Crystal Meth: 

When I was a kid I played Dungeons and Dragons, that geeky role play¬ 
ing game that, despite my parents’w arnings, did not turn me into a devil wor¬ 
shiper. One of the imaginary creatures in that game w as a doppleganger, a 
being that essentially steals a person’s soul and takes over their body, turning 
its victims into a ghostly double of a living person. I recently encountered a 
real-life doppleganger - It's called C rystal Meth - and it plays for keeps. 

Crystal Methamphetamine (Speed, Crank, Tina, Chrissy) is a powerful 
stimulant (upper) drug that is relatively cheap, produces a long-lasting high, 
and is fairly common and sometimes glamorized in clubs and on the party 
circuit. People use it because it gives them extra energy, heightens sexual ex¬ 
periences, and reduces inhibitions. But crystal has a much darker side that 
the part}' circuit doesn't glamorize. It’s powerfully addictive, is incredibly 
hard on the body, and ruins lives in short order. It’s sometimes referred to 
as the crack cocaine of the gay community. In fact. Dr Nora Volkow, director 
of the National Institute on Drug Abuse states "It's one of the most toxic 
drugs to the brain, ranking high with gasoline inhalants." 

While not new to the LGTBQ communities of the West Coast, crystal 
methamphetamine is quickly making inroads into the cities and countryside 
of the Northeast. Drug treatment agencies, HIV service organizations and 
grass roots organizations like the Philadelphia Crystal Meth Task Force are 
sounding the alarm, w arning that we have only begun to see the tip of the ice¬ 
berg of damage that crystal brings in its wake, and encouraging the commu¬ 
nity to respond proactively. 

So w hat’s crystal’s appeal? While motivations for drug use vary for each 
individual, crystal users generally report that they experience a rush of eu¬ 
phoria, energy, and sexual confidence that they may rarely if ever feel w hen 
not on the drug. Heightened perception and sensation and more intense or¬ 
gasms are also part of the draw. The difference is so marked that recovering 
crystal users describe sex without crystal as “boring’’ and “not worth the 
time," which may contribute to the extreme difficult} that gay men have 
kicking the drug. Other people use it for the energy it brings, so they stay up 
all night and dance, or for the increased, but temporary, self-confidence. Still 
others, particularly women, report that they use it for weight loss. 

But crystal has a much darker side 
that the party circuit doesn't glamorize. 

The pitfalls of crystal are very dark and deep. Crystal is a pow erfully ad¬ 
dictive man-made substance and casual users can fall into dependence rap¬ 
idly. One source reports that 98% of those w ho use crystal recreationally will 
become addicted to it. Its not uncommon for people to lose their jobs, their 
homes, and their health to.crystal use in months or weeks, not years. Once 
addicted, users lose interest in everything and become veritable ghosts of 
their past selves. Jay Dagenhart, a recovering crystal meth addict from 
Philadelphia and co-founder of the Philadelphia C rystal Meth task forces re¬ 
calls his experience of his crystal addictions like this: “You do not care about 
anything else but getting high." 

It is also now clear that, for a number of reasons, crystal use is a large con¬ 
tributor to HIV and other STD transmission. In fact, some in the medical 
field believe that it is one of the main players in the recent rise in HIV sero¬ 
conversion rates being reported, esp. among younger gay men. This may be 
largely due to the way crystal use affects the thinking and the behavioral 
choices of users. Crystal removes inhibitions, those internal safeguards that 
often prevent us from doing certain things we are uncomfortable with, so a 
person’s behavior under crystal’s influence often changes fairly radically. 
According to Jay Dagenhart, “When you put meth into the body all those 
things that you say won’t do, you just do .. because you don’t have that invis¬ 
ible line between what I will do and w hat I won't do. It’s the way in which I 
became HIV positive." Gay men who use crystal report, on average, that they 
engage in sex with more partners than men who do not use crystal and they 
tend not to consistently use safer sex practices. They may also engage in more 
extreme sexual behavior, may have sex for hours or days at a time, and may 
wear down or damage their bodies so that the immune system’s resistance is 
weakened. While cry stal can be smoked, snorted, orally ingested, or inserted 
in the anus (called “booty bumping"), it is frequently injected intravenously 
and the sharing of HIV laden needles is another prime route of disease trans¬ 
mission. All these factors play a role in the increasingly alarming statistics. 


Playing for Keeps

Professionals advise the following with regard to crystal; If you aren't 
using, don’t start. Crystal is a pandora’s box, a seductive trap that is nearly 
impossible to escape from unscathed. Prevention efforts are generally being 
directed to reach those who do not currently use crystal, but might be tempt¬ 
ed to experiment with it to alter their experiences. These campaigns use a va¬ 
riety of methods to counteract myths and misinformation and to inform non¬ 
users of the real risks, things your drug using or dealing acquaintances prob¬ 
ably w on't tell you. If you are using, get help. With support, endurance, and 
patience crystal users can and do recover, but its usually a long battle. Profes¬ 
sional drug treatment facilities are available, some of which have LGTBQ 
specific treatment programs. Also, 12 step peer fellow ships like Crystal Meth 
Anonymous groups are popping up in some areas like New York and Phila¬ 
delphia. Finally, if you plan to continue to use crystal, think ahead and take 
care of yourself as much as possible. Remember to eat, drink water, and 
sleep. C hoose your sexual behavior before you get high and place condoms 
and lube out in the open where you will be more likely to remember to use 
them.

Public Health Alert: Hepatitis A

There are increasing rates of Hepatitis A infection among MSM (men who 
have sex with men) in Philadelphia and the Lehigh Valley. Certain sexual 
practices may increase the risk of contracting Hepatitis A from someone 
who is infectious. 

Hepatitis A is most often transmitted via oral-fecal contact (mouth to 
anus). It can also be tranmitted via contaminated water, uncooked sea¬ 
food (clams, oysters, shushi, unwashed vegetables, some fruits). The 
good news is that Hepatitis A can be prevented w ith vaccination or by 
avoiding sexual practices that pose a risk of oral-fecal contact. Avoid raw 
or uncooked seafood and always wash oft' vegetable and fruit products 
before consumption. Good proper handwashing is also recommended. 

If you go the vaccination route, the Hepatitis vaccination consists of two 
shots 6 to 12 months apart. There may be a charge for the vaccines. If 
you are interested, please call your local health bureau.

Ah, the fall...actually the perfect time to be in a convertible. It’s not SO 
hot like in the summer, which means you won’t sweat to death; and not 
so cold you need a jacket. Imagine driving up in New England to see the 
leaves change, or on a nice mountain road with twists and turns. If 
you’re on the market for a convertible, let me take you through some 
things to think about. This time of year is actually a great time to buy 
one, since they're "out of season" and deals can be found. Being a con¬ 
vertible owner myself for the last dozen years or so, I can tell you one 
thing without reservation: it’s way cheaper than therapy. If you’re blue 
because your boy isn’t returning your calls, if you're green with jeal¬ 
ousy because your gal has been "busy" lately, if your job is driving you 
nuts; hop in a convertible and take a drive (preferably not on a 
commuter's route at rush hour). I’m no physician, but I can attest to 
my mood improving significantly when I’m driving about with the top 
down. 

There are a lot of options out there for convertibles, and most of 
them depend on two things: your transportation needs and your 
budget. Answer the following questions: Will this be your only vehicle? 
Would you consider pre-owned vs. new? There are some additional 
points to ponder: Do you need to carry people? Are you tall? 

It's important to think about these things before you embark on a 
search for that ‘perfect’ convertible. Remember: while you certainly 
will look fabulous in that new Mini Cooper convertible, you still need 
to fit behind the wheel without having your knees up around the steer¬ 
ing wheel, or your head bent at a 45-degree angle when the top is up! If 
you (or significant other) can only ride in your car with the top down, 
that can be very limiting when you want to head out on a Sunday drive. 

If you’re looking for an entry-level open-air feeling, one of the least 
expensive entries is the venerable favorite, the Jeep Wrangler, starting 
around $18,500. Of course, putting the top up and down requires about 
10 minutes and some tools, and it’s important to know that going in. If 
you’re looking for a simple latch or two and a power top, you’ll be in¬ 
creasing your cost. Also, the Jeep has 4WD available if it is to be your 
primary vehicle.

The next bracket of convertibles is the S20K - $29K range. We’re talk¬ 
ing about the Mazda Miata, Toyota MR2, Mini Cooper, New Beetle, PT 
Cruiser, and a V-6 newly re-done Ford Mustang. The Mitsubishi 
Eclipse Spyder used to be available in this category. The new Eclipse 
debuts soon, but a convertible won’t follow for about a year. 

Moving into the $30K-range, you could look at a Toyota Camry 
Solara, Audi TT, Nissan 350Z, Chrysler Sebring, BMW Z-4, and 
Honda S2000. 

When you hit.$40K and up, then you’re talking the BMW 3-series, 
Mercedes Benz SLK and CLK, Chrysler Crossfire, Chevrolet Corvette, 
Porsche Boxster, the Saab 9-3, and even the Chevrolet SSR - a pick-up 
truck with a retractable hardtop. 

Going over $60K gets you into Jaguar, Lexus, Cadillac and high- 
powered offerings from BMW, Mercedes, and Porsche. And the highest 
pinnacle of blatant financial well-being goes to Rolls-Royce and Bent¬ 
ley, whose cars cost in the $250,000 range. From Boca Raton to Beverly 
Hills, in these wheels you'll find yourself in a sea of automotive exclu¬ 
sivity. 

Another alternative is going used - way, way used. There is a certain 
hipness to having a car from the 1960s or 1970s. Even if you pick up an 
old Mustang, Firebird or Camaro convertible from way back when, it's 
cool knowing that you won’t see many on the road these days, since 
many have been consigned to auto graveyards. The good thing about 
American convertibles (and back in the 1960s, every manufacturer had 
drop-tops available in most of their car lines) is that finding parts is a 
much easier effort than if you had an old MGB or Jaguar E-type con¬ 
vertible. These cars date back before emission controls and catalytic 
converters, so if you’re the type who likes to get his (or her) hands 
dirty, working on these older cars is a much easier process. 

There’s also nothing wrong with a late-model convertible such as the 
likes of a Pontiac Sunfire, Chevy Cavalier, or Ford Mustang, either. 
That’s the great part about having a convertible: it doesn’t really 
matter all that much how it looks on the outside. What’s important is 
the view from behind the wheel as you lower that top, and catching 
yourself with a big grin on your face as you check y ourself in the rear¬ 
view mirror before pulling away from the curb. There’s nothing like 
the feeling of having unlimited headroom. 

And remember, convertibles can be used from early Spring through 
late Fall. Just remember to pack a sweater and put your heater on low.

fierce (firs) adj. - This word is dead. Do not use unless it is your first time at a Gay Club or 
Pride Event and need severe interaction by other gays overhearing you say it out loud 


Anyone who has been lucky enough to attend a performance given by any true diva, whether 
it be mine, or say, someone less known like that Vanessa Williams chick, can see that what 
makes a diva stand out from the ordinary and less fabulous is the quality of their shining talent, 
and the difference in the persona they project to their audience as well. 

In some cases, a true diva will have such a unique style that the ordinary human brain cannot 
comprehend and/or process what the diva is communicating to her auience, and ths can cause 
confusion. 

I say this, as I have been approached numerous times (and even during simple conversation with 
friends and family), and have been told, "I don't understand a word you just said..." 

Sure, they understood most of the conversation, but not all. It would seem that working four or 
five nights a week at different nighclubs has enabled me and my friends to create a language of 
our own-Clubonics. 

Much like the evoloution of ancient man, who has since switched tongues throughout the ages 
until reaching its current stae of atrocity where even Acme workers ask for a pnee check in a 
hip-hop lyricist’s wildest, wet dream-it took a bunch of homo, club queens to take ur language 
one step further. 

Since this is the holiday issue here at GAYDAR. my gift to you, kids.I is the gift of our gab, 
kids, so that you may not only understand what I am spouting out on a microphone at a club near 
you (and very soon), but also in the hopes that you can familiarize yourself with these words 
and use them in a proper manner 

So pull out your notebooks and number two penicils, kids, because Miss Bnttany is here to give 
a lesson. 

all this way ( 61 THis wa ) adj - This term is used to describe the cultivation of a person’s feel¬ 
ings and/or attitude at that moment, if that person being described is so inclined to be feeling 
grand, or in a less than gracious manner. The proper usage of this term would go as such: "Oh 
Miss Honey, she is putting me through it! (see below) i was trying to talk to her but she is feeling 
all this way about something " 

at all (at 61) - What one says when what the other person asks or implies is so riciculous it is 
hard to believe that he/she said it "at all." An example between two of my friends would go 
something like this... 

Friend Number One: "Hey girl, are to you going to Miss Honey's (see below) afterparty?" 
Friend Number Two: "Am I going to her house? Miss Thing, that bitch just invited me to her 
party because she wants me to give her a booking (gig) at my club-At all!" 

carryin'/carryin on (kar'e-ing on) v. - Much like the it sounds, this term is used when a 
person's actions are over the top, usually in an alcohol or drug induced fashion. At any point 
during the evening at a ightclub, one can hear: "Did you see that guy dancing on the bar and fall 
over into that tray of drinks and then drink the spilled alcohol off of the tray? He was carryin' 
on!" You can also use this term if a member of your group makes a suggestion to continue any 
event further into the morning hours or to attempt to take the party to a distant location. In ex¬ 
ample: 

Friend one: "Hey. let's drive to New York .’’ 

Friend two: "Girl, it's four in the moming-you are canyin'!" If the friend is adamant about these 
actions, he/she is considered "truly carryin'." 

come together (kum t?-geTH'?r) v. - The act of gathering yourself (or telling someone else to) 
and your state of mind in order to focus on something occuring or a thought. These words are 
often stated with an obviously gay gesture similar to that of an old Italian Grandmother yelling 
at her offspring. An example of using this saying would go like this: 

Friend One: "Miss Honey, get in the shower we are going out tonight!" 

Friend Two: "No, I just went out last night and didn't meet anyone. I'm staying in. Boo hoo feel 
sorry for me." (Okay maybe Friend Two is not always this dramatic but I haaaaate trifling gays 
who say they are staying in just to fish for a plea from you to beg them to come out, and/or are 
too busy feeling sorry for themselves to go out and buy me cocktails...) 

Friend One: "Miss Honey, stop trying it (pull a fast one or con) and get in the damn shower. 
Come on now-Have a drink and come together with this!" 

I libeling it (fe'ling it) v. - The act of enjoying a club, person, or song being played at an after- 
£ party Examples would be: 

BS(At an afterparty when someone just put on a 2001 Io song like "At The End" at 5 AM)- "Miss 
Honey, are you feelin'this song?" 

(When you are on a blind date and you freind comes to rescue you or see if you are having fun)- 
"Miss Honey, are you feelin'this guy/girl?" 

(When you hate the club you are at and want your friends to leave with you)- "Miss Honey, we 
need to jet (leave the club) for dis (for this item or project) for the imed (see below) I’m soooooo 
not feelin’ this." 


ferocious (f?-ro'sh?s) adj. - This word replaced the homo usage of the word "fierce." It is the 
act of saying or doing something once considered fierce. Sadly, this word has since been re¬ 
placed by "ferosh" (pronounced fur-oooshhh) since 2001, but many trying to be up-and-coming 
queens and their minions still try to keep it alive. That’s not very fetch of them . Also, in ex¬ 
treme cases where an even stronger usage is needed, use the word "ferosh-ka". (pronounced 
fur-oooshhh-kaaaa) An example of the usage of this term would go like this: 

Friend One: "Ooooh, Miss Honey, did you read Brittany's column where she read (made fun 
of) those queens for still saying ferocious-Now that was ferosh! Then she read the bitch on the 
mic during her show!" 

Friend Two: "Now that’s ferosh-ka D 



goin' through it (go'in thru it) v. - How a person is referred to if they are having a bad moment 
or fellings of sadness due to the consumption of a depressant, especially if they have just broken 
up with a partner or suffered a financial loss. You would say, "Did you see (place name here)? 
She was a mess! She looked like she was goin' through it!" 

imed (imed) n. - The act or need to do something right away, right at that moment. A conversa¬ 
tion using this term would go as follows: 

Friend One: "Hey girl, it’s four-dollar Tuesdays at the AMC Franklin Mills Mall You wanna go 
see the Fantastic Four and the Human Torch’s abs?" 

Friend Two: "What time does it start? can i grab a shower first?" 

Friend One: "No Miss Honey, cuz we got to get drinks first at Jillian’s. Bring this (make an ad¬ 
vancement of an item or event) at once (see above) for the imed!" You may also use another 
term "for the quick" and it would be interpreted in the same manner. 

the meaning (THe me'ning) n. - Another word for alcohol, drugs, or any other party favor. In 
context, one owuld say, "Hey miss Honey, do you have the meaning?" 

miss honey (mis hun'e) or miss honey and them (plural)- Replaces the coliqiual term "Miss 
Thing", or used when you cannot remember a person's name. One can be heard to say: 

"Hey let's go meet up with , you know . Miss Honey.” If the person was traveling with a group, 
you would say, "Hey let’s go meet up with.you know ...Miss Honey and them." 

miss thing (mis thing) n. - No longer used as the gay, homo greeting. Refer to the person as 
Miss Honey as seen above. 

no parts (no parts) - What a person would say when they do not agree with any said action of 
another person or is not inclined to help out a friend witht he before said action. For example: 
Friend one: "My friend said if we picked her up and drove her to Woody's, she would get us a 
drink." 

Friend two: "Where does she live?" 

Friend two: "Down in Kensington." 

Friend two: "All the way down there and she wants to buy us one drink." 

Friend one: "Yeah, and the two dollar admission." 

Friend two: "Have you seen the price of gas Miss honey? No parts!” 

purp (pftrp) n. - This is a shortened version of the word purpose, used when someone you aren't 
expecting shows up. disrutpting your business or good time, and you have no patience left for 
this person. There really is only one way to use this term, and you would say it with the utmost 
of conviction to get your point across. "State your perp for the imed." 

rickety-rack (rik'i-te rak) n. adj. - Something or someone less than perfect, or an annoying 
person that should not be around you yet is still in your presence or in your dressing room. 
Sometimes the short term "rick" is used to describe an unwanted person approaching you on the 
dance floor, or in a desperate case where the person or item causes extreme vomitng, j 
the term "rack." Here are a few examples 
"Miss Honey, get all this rickety-rack out of my dressing room!" 

"Child, that boy is rick." 

"Did you see her dress-that piece of ugly was rack! " 

turned it (tfimed it) v. - How you would commend a diva on her dancing, performance, or 
wondrous action. Approach the diva slowly, as to not scare her or him Then snap your finger in 
the normal, gay fashion and speak in an admiring tone, "Oooooh Miss Honey you turned it!" Or 
tell one of your friends about this fantastic diva’s performance, saying, "Did you see Brittany 
Lynn's Drag Mafia show at Shampoo Nightclub the First Friday of the month (and every First 
Friday thereafter) 0 She turned it!" Now if someoneone was to perform a less than commendable 
action towards another, causing emotional or financial harm to that said person by either telling 
that person’s personal business to a large group of her friends at a party, or by stealing somethng 
of value from that person, he/she would be considered to have "turned him/her out." One would 
say to another gay person in a gossipy manner. "Did you hear they were at her house and they 
took her Dior sunglasses and her stash and left for the quick? (left in a hurry as to not be caught 
performing an act of feroshka proportions)-They turned her out!" 

As you can see. they are many terms you can use or be heard using at any nightclub that would 
make you sound like you are a fun, outgoing, and VIP person within my community. I hope this 
helps the truly misunderstood and misinformed, and will prevent any further miscommunica- 
tion on my behalf and those of my friends in the future. 

And before I go. my gay children, look out for my new tracks, debuting at a club near you 
soon-"Star Collector" and "Stay Out" produced by the legendary DJ/Producer and Shampoo 
nightclub Resident DJ Guido Osario ("This Joy," "Unspeakable Joy," "Caught Up ") and check 
out my upcoming performances at my newly revised web-site at www.justlypservice.com!
